Zoiomyr, Priday, 29h March: 
(9th Ay il. ) 


At Obrouch we found the Rabbi at 
lis prayers in his room, where he stood 
ina corner praying in secret, while a 
iew devolees were performing the same 
ceremony in an adjoining room, Be- 
ing unwilling to disturb him, we re- 
turned to view the synagogue, which 
isa singular and ancient structure of 
wood falling quickly to decay. I 
okserved to a respectable Jew who 
conducted us, that their synagogues 
were so old, that instead of repairing 
them, they ‘had better go back and 
build their temple; to which be in- 
siantly replied, “I should be glad to 
vo directly, and would leave my coat 
behind me to do so.” ‘his expecta- 
‘ion and disposition is very general 
among them, and considering that 
Poland is to them a native land, would 
be surprising,if the Spirit which search- 
eth the heart had not said, “If I for- 
get thee, O Jerusalem, may my right 
hand forget her cunning.” On retuin- 
wg to the Rabbi and seeing the other 
side of him, (for before we had only 
seen his back, ard that under a veil) 
we found that the veil was yet indeed 
upon his heart. He would not even 
look atthe Testament: avd the only 
excuse he coulkl malee was, that he 
had toomany of his own beoks to 
read, to enable bim to answer the 
questions putto him about his owu 
law. 

All the variety of character I have 
seen in dillerent communions, couvin- 
ces ine of the brond distiuction be- 
(ween nature and grace—that the true 
religion is a work of the Spirit of the 
Saviour on the soul of the sinner,— 
that, where this is wanting, orthodoxy 
jin opinigns and total ignorance of 
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salvation are nearly on a leve!, as to 
their practical operation on human 
characters. As Cowper has well 
said,— 

“ Of allthat wisdom teaches, this the drift, 

That man is deed in sin, and lite a gift.” 

On the other hand, where this divine 
and inward operation is really com- 
menced, personal communion finds 
no interruption from diversity of pub- 
lic ordinances. Ihave met with“ de- 
vout Greeks” not a few, who are ma- 
king rapid progress in the divine life ; 
men who have “tasted that the Lord 
is gracious,” and who have been awa- 
keneé by national correction to give 
God all the giory of their tempi! 
and spiritual celiverance. I 
been highly ediged by their conversa- 
tion, and de Rett by their sympathy 
of feeling for “the salvation of Israel, 
—iithe “idem velle et idem nolle,’’ 
be the bond of friendshipin the world, 
66 E:s ©ces , Mla isis, ey ie aR are 
no less the links of that communion, 
which thousands profess te believe, 
and know no more of than ihe repeti- 





tion of the werds ina creed. I must 
also here acknowledge that in this 
part of my journey fell in with a 


dignitary of the Catholicchurch, whose 
liberality of sentiment and enlich tened 
views of Christianity, leave room to 
hope that Fenelons aad Pascals are 
yet to be found in the pale of that 
communion. I conversed with him 
for several hours in Latin. ‘The cir- 
cumstances ofthe gentleman, at whose 
house we met, obtiged us to sleep in 
the same room, and | pray God we 
may one day sleep together in Jesus 
our Savieur, and rise with hin &s 
members of that church of which he ts 
the only head. All churches, as well 
as all nations, kindreds, tongues, and 
people, will doubtless be found to nd 
sess many members who ave worship 
pers in spiritand in truth. What I 
have suggested before as to the state 
of Christendom, refers to vomina! pro 
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fessors of whatever description; and, 
as to this numerous class, the church 
is yet in the wilderness; and surely 
the immerse preparation which the 
wisdom of the Almighty has made for 
the restitution of his fallen creatures, 
and the stupendous machinery of re 
demption in the gifis of his Son and 
Spirit, must lead one to look for, and 
Jong after, and hasten the period when 


Christian nations will be nations of 


Christians, and the whole earth be 
filled with the knowledge of the Lord 


and of his Christ. 

Zytomyr in Volhynia, 

Slst Masch, ( O. S.) 
The observations made above on 
the diversity of persons and places, 
has been fully exemplified in this pro- 
Vincial town. We have passed from 
agp of forests and swamps to a land 
oO n and vegetation; but in other 


respects Zytomyr is the yery opposite 
of Minsk. There %e had a Gover- 
nor, a Master of Police, and a Luthe- 


ran, all ready te co-operate, and Jews 
crowding in shoals to our doors. Here 
all orders seemed to be paralysed. We 
arrived on the Jewish sabbath-eve and 
ultended the synagogues, one of which 
was crowded to excess, and the most 
extravagant contortions of the body 
made during the service. I imagined 
these gesticulations to be expressions 
of sorrow for sin, but Solomon, who 
had seen them belcve, informed me 
they were paroxysms of joy for the 
return of the sabbath. As the best 
joys lever heard of or experienced, 
are “unspeakable,” aud “the still 
small voice” has more of God in it 
than the storms and the tempests of 
human passions; Llay no stress upon 
these appearances, but I must say, 
that in this place at least, the Jewish 
sabbath bears testimony aginst the 
Christian. I wa!ked outearly on Sun- 
day morning, and was surprized to see 
an immense market crowded by Poles 
bringing their goods from the country, 
and while a few devoiees were crossing 
themselves and kissing pictures in the 
churches, the population were em- 
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ployed in their traffic, while police of- 

ficers and dragoons were keeping or- 

der. Thisopen violation of the Sab- 

bath among the Gentiles is a great 

stumbling bleck to the Jews, who, 

though they scruple not to avail them- 

selves of the occasion, naturally con- 

clude, that Christians do not believe 

or respect the authority of a law, 

which they profess to be equally biud- 

ing on themselves as on the house of 
Israel. The Governor being absent, 
my letter of introduction was opened 

by the Przeses, or Chief Magistrate, 
who declined taking any part in the 
absence of the Governor; observing, 
that the Jews of this province were 
not so enlightened as those of Minsk, 
aid that so novel an attempt might 
excite a tumult. The Police-Master 
told me there are 4,000 male Jews in 
this, and more at Berditchey, a town 
in theneighbourhood. Many are rich 
and respectable in appearance, but by 
all accounts they exactly answer the 
description in Isa. lvi. “ They all look 
to their own way, every one for his 
gain from his quarter.” Finding no- 
thing was to be done through the help 
of constituted authorities, and deem- 
ing it improper to act in opposition to 
the Catholic Przses, we determined 
as a last resource to send out onr 
Jewish factor with a specimen of the 
‘Festament, and offering to give acopy 
to any respectable Jew who would 
come for it, and shew he could read 
and understand it. In consequence 
of this notice, three immediately ap- 
peared, and gave satisfactory proof of 
their capacity and good dispesition ; 
and one of them himself explained 
wiat the Gospel meant to the others. 
Then came a vene:able looking Jew, 
who said he was coachman to the Em- 
peror, and drove him into Moseow at 
his coronation. Ue begged a copy 
for his brother, who was a scholar and 
a magistrate: and thus in the course 
of Sunday evening and Monday mor- 
ning, twenty-one copies were distrib- 
uted in this place. It is thus perfect- 
ly manifest, (hat there are Jews in all 
places ready to receive the Gospe'!, 
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and that the opportunity should be ta- 
ken before Rabbinical or Papal perse- 
cution shut the door. 

The situation of this town is singu- 
tar and romantic; more like Clifton 
than any other town in England, as 
the river Teterov runs at the bottom 
of it through a broken defile, much in 
the same way as the Avon at Bristol, 
only more picturesque, because it is a 
running stream instead of a tide river. 
The churches stand on different hills, 
and there isa ruin of a Catholic ca- 
thedral, the spire of which was struck 
down by lightning and fell through 
the body of the building, and, as the 
report is, went in so deep, that the 
fragments could not be found by di 
ging. The hour, perhaps, is not far 
distant, when the mighty angel will 
cast a stone into the sea, saying, 
“Thos, with violence shall that great 
city Babylon be thrown down, and 
shall be found no more at all.” 


Zytomyr, Monday, April 1—18. 


Ilaving written the preceding see¢- 
tion, and being prepared to depart, I 
supposed that our business at this 
place was ended; the post horses, 
however, did not appear till 2 o’clock, 
and the whole morning was occupied 
im receiving Jews, who came in num- 
bers to ask for books and make en- 
quiries. They all behaved with the 
greatest respect and attention. Seve- 
ral of them were of the most respecta- 
ble class; and ose who volunteered 
his services in our Cause, was a mer- 
ehant who had assumed the Geatile 
dress, and seemed fully persuaded of 
the truth of Christianity, and the ex- 
pediency of promoting the knowledge 
of it among his brethren. To this 
gentleman J entrusted seven copies of 
the Testament for the use of the Jews 
at Berditchey. He informed us that 
the younger Jews in Poland are very 
generally disposed to receive instruction, 
—that it would be most readily received 
from English teachers,—and that in- 
Stead of wasting their time over the 
Talmud, which is “a science that 
leads to nothing,” (to vse his own 
words) they should be taught German, 
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Polish, or Russ, and made acquainted 
with the Scriptures, and books of ele- 
mentary knowledge. He reprobated 
in the most decisive manner the ex- 
isting custom of the Jews as to early 
marriages, by which boys of fourteen 
and girls of twelve are united at the 
discretion of their parents, and often 
without having seen each other pre- 
vious to the ceremony: He gave us 
an introduction to a most intelligent 
Jewish physician, who fully agreed 
with him in opinion on the above 
points, and who also deciared that he 
was himself a Christian, and he thought 
all candid and sensible Jews who read 
the Testament, must admit that Christ 
is the promised Messiah. These two 
gentlemen gave us many other useful 
hints, as to the best manner of con- 
ducting our cause, to which they most 
heartily wished success. Thirty Jew- 
ish families have been baptized in Zy- 
tomyr only. | 
Kier, April 4th. 
All this city is properly Russian. 
The Jews are but lately establishedin 
it, and are regarded by the inhabitants 
in a less favorable manner than in the 
parts formerly belonging to the king- 
dom of Poiand. ‘They are not so nu- 
merous or of so respectable a class as 
those of Zytomyr and Minsk, but they 
have a synagogue, and several have 
of late embraced Christianity ; and 
among the uumber two sons of the 
Rabbin, whose daughter is also bapti- 
zed and married to a member of the 
Greek church. The old man accept- 
ed a Testament, and promised to read 
it when the Passover was over. His 
atiention, poor creature, is too much 
fixed on the shadow to regard the good 
things set forth by it. It does not ap- 
pear that there is much to be done for 
the Israelites in this place; and by 
all that we have heard or remarked, 
it seems that the northern provinces, 
especially Lithuania, hold out the best 
encouragements for a permanent and 
regular atiempt towards their refor- 
mation. ‘The Metropolitan, Serapion, 


with whom I have bad a long iter- 
view, is much interested in the cause- 
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Ie told me he had taken every op 
portunity of speaking to Jews himself, 
and wondered that we had found such 
‘sy access, to the Rabbins especially, 
told him, one reason for this, proba- 
y, was our having the Testament in 
lebrew; and when he heard that oer 
stock was extiausted, he requested 
that he might have soime sent from 
Oclessa, to which place they are for- 
warded to be ready for our arrival, 
We could only carry a hundred cop- 
ies, and they are ail distributed between 
Smolensko and this city. This vene- 
rable man expressed the strongest hope 
of much good being done by educa 
tion aud the distribution of the Testa- 
ment, and on parting gave us his ben- 
ediction in a truly Christian and pa- 
tiiarchal manner.

have been abandened. ‘This measure 
has been tound necessary ia order to 


preserve the lives and the property of 


the Misionarics from destruction. Their 
situation had become perilous and their 
lives threatened in. consequence of the 
slave trade which is carried ou wiih in- 
ereased violence. More that 3,0v0 
slaves have been carried out of the 
Rio Pongas alone during the last 
twelve months. ‘The cupidity of these 
wretched natives, stinulated by the 
more abandoned Slave ‘lraders, has 
led them to oppose every benevolent 


plan formed aiid carried on at vreat CX- 
pense for their own temporal and etcr- 
nal benefit. Nothing can more strong 
ly prove the degrading iniluence of the 
Slave Trade. 

Yet while one part of these devoted shores, 
(says the Missionary Hevister) is driving away 
its best benelactors, anotier seems to be be- 
coming anxious tor insivucUeon, and inquiring 
alter the wity ot Toe nae? 

About the widale of April, (says Mr. Klein) 
Iset outon a jouruey north-east, to preaci 
in Native Towns, as | had lows wished to 
do. Fwalked upto Debrian; and took An 

thony, the Usher, aad two other boys, with 
me. The Chiel isa very iriendly aud tatelli- 
gent man; and intending to muke his town 





my head-quarters, I sent my clothes and prs 
visions thither by water, the country being a 
this tine destitute of rice Mr. Hutchinson, « 
mulatto man, the father of one of my scholars, 
residing there, | made liis house my home. 

On Saturday the 19tu, I felt greatly perplex- 
ed to know how to proceed While I was con- 
sidering with some anxiety, M. Dalia, the Chief, 
with some ot his Book-men, calied on me. He 
brought with him an Arabic Bible, and several 
Arabic Tracts, which I had given him. He 
expressed his high value for them, and said tat 
they read them very often; but, as they did 
not understand them fully, they wished to have 
a person to instruct them. I told him, that if 
he would collect his people the next morning, 
about ten o'clock, | would speak to them. ite 
seemed much pleased with my proposal; and 
the next moruing, he, and several Bou k-men, 
and about eighty persons, attended; when [ 
preached to them, under the Piazza, from the 
Ten Commandments. While I was addressing 
them closely on the subject of adultery, two 
persons withdrew. M. Salia and the rest at- 
terward warmly expressed their thanks, 

fu the afternoon they collected again, when 
Lexplained to them the Parable ot the i’rodiga! 
Sou, and exhoried them to return to tueir 
Heavenuiy Father, frou: whom they had all de 
perted, 

L afterward pursued my journey throug! 
Seventeen other towns, among which were 
tuose of King Demba and the Cisief of the Cal 
by Susoos. In all these places I met with Uie He 
greatest encouragement, and not the leat op- 
posiiion from any one. The Chiefs and th 
people unitormly expressed their thanks, aud 
itireated me to come again next Drys, ‘Tae 
Chief of the Cabbys was particularly urgent 
lie constrained ine to stay with him-two days 
that lL might preach again to his people ; ani 
iutreated ine to come again in the Drys, wie 
he would collect more than a thou-an: 
persoas. He said, “There some White peo- 
ple in this country, but they only come ter 
trade; they never tell us what God says in hi: 
Book, or how we may be saved. If the tiav 
were not so lard, we would keep you here, t 
teach us.” I} was surprised at this; as I shoal 
rather have expected that they would stoue me 
because | spoke very plainly to them; for s 
that, and in every other town, atier explaining 
each commandment, [addressed them eluse!: 
as, tor instance, on the First Commandment 
‘You know in your own consciences, that you 
have broken this Law of God. You do noi 
honour God: you do not pray to him: yot 
do not thank hin for what you receive.{u 
hii. Ihave walked many miles in this coua 
try; but T have not seen any house buiit fo 
the worship of God ; while 1 have seen numer 
ous houses to the Devil. You pray to him, 
wad put your trustin gregrees; and thus yo 
serve the Devil, and not God; and it you die 
in this state, you must go to hell, aud be tor 
mented with hii for ever.” Alter having ev 
deavoured, by this kind of application of eac® 
Commandment, to convince them of sin, I es 
,orted them to repent, and turn te God, ane 
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set before them the love of God in Clirist Jesus, 
and the hope ofa holy and happy immortality. 


Mr. Hatehinson accompanied me to most of 


these tow ns, aly d was very useful to me. lie 
and be late interpreter assisted me in rev ising 
the Catechisms, of which | send you a copy ; 
ind they assured me that they are very cor- 
rect. There were ov ly three words whic h the y 
saw necessary te alter. 

On my way,! met with a Book-man, who 
secins in an inquiring state of mind. T preached 
in his house, and he accompanied me to seve- 
ral other towns. He afterward came to Gam- 


bier, and spent two days for ‘the purpose of 


having the Christian Doctrine more fully ex- 
plamed to iim. He professed to be determin- 
ed to settle his affairs, in order to come to me, 
that he might improve himself in speaking Eng- 
lish, and also learn to read it, and wishes to 
accompany me in.wiy journey next Drys. 

I arrived at home on the 17th of 3 ay, and 
set out south-west the 23d of the same month. 
I preached at Dalla-Samba’s, a Susoo Chief, 
brother to Daila-Mooda, on the Bullom Coast ; 
at Mr. Samo’s, and Mr. Hutchinson’s, White 
Grentiemen at the Factory Island; and also at 
Myr. Leigh’s, at my old residence, he having col- 
lecied Lis people for this purpose. 

On my return to Dalla-Samba, he observed 
tome, “We xn ow what you say is true; aud 
that itis the Word of God whieh you speak ; 
and f, and my wome ett, and people, are very 
mich afraid about it,’ 

I arrived at home Juve 3d, having preached 
at six towns; Which makes, in the whole, 
tiventy three nada At veveral of them I 
pig: twice. t addressed, in the whole, 

bout 1600 persons ; and conversed with ma- 
ny others, where the peo ple could rot be col- 
le cte d. 

The weather had become so unfavourable, 
that L could not proceed further; pos ise J 
should have visited many more Bagoe Towus, 
aid also the Sunmbia Susoos about Won a AON: 
Ii God spare my fife and health, I mean to set 
out next Drys, as early as p ossible 

Since I returned, 1 hiave heard that wherever 
DT have been, the people are very muc h airaid 
ot God, and of his wrath, on account of their 
sins; and that they have agveed to keep the 
Lord’s Day holy. 

I shall send this by the first opportunity ; but 
you will receive amore full account of this ip 
my journal, which J shall forward to you after 
the next meeting in Sierra Leone. 

King De mba. appears very friendly. I he- 
lieve M. Salia has persuaded him to give up the 
idea of asking ground rent. 

| have reason to be thankful to God for the 
preservation of my life and health; and that 
every thing had gone on comfortabl y during 
my absence from home. 

As there is such an opening for preaching 
the Gospel to the Bagoe People, and also to 
the Susoos, by whom they are surrounded ; 


and as the Hon. Committee have expressed a 
cesire to give up the School at Gambier; I 
think it my duty to endeavour to impress onthe 
s are mort [riendly, the

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by making the Devil angry with usall.” He 
was then reqvested to procure some rum, to 
reconcile the Devil for having thrown his rep- 
reseutatives into the fire ; but he refused. 

The following morning he was summoned 
before the King; and was told that he had 
made a witch-gun, and had hid it in his house, 
on purpose secretly to kill or injure his inmate. 
Jem said, “{ never saw a witch-gun, and do 
not know how to make one. He that told you 
this, did not speak the truth.” He was urged 
to acknowledge it, and then the whole palaver 
would have anend. ‘ No,” said he, “1 can- 
not tell a lie, merely to please yon.” He was 
called on to prove his innocence of this charge, 
by rebbing his arm with a red-hot iron, or by 
drinking red-water. ‘1am no fool, ” said he, 
‘to burn myself with the hot-iron ; and as for 
the red-water palaver, { shall look in my head 
first ;’ meaning that he would take time to con- 
sider the matter. 

He came to me, and told me what charges 
they had brought against him ; and wished to 
prove his innocence by drinking red-water. I 
iold him that by drinking it he could prove 
nothing atall. ‘I will drink it,” he said, “ to 
clear myself, and to bring my family out of 
the blame ; and I hope God will help me.” I 
advised bim to pray, and to consider well what 
he was going to do. His mother and several 
other friends urged hin to confess, and thereby 
to avoid the drinking of the red-water; but he 
always said that he was innocent, and would 
not tell a lie. 

As he was determined to undergo the trial, 
he was then advised to go to a distant place to 
drink the water, lest some bad people should 
bewitch his red-water, and he would be found 
guilty. ‘ No,” said he, “I will drink it here, 
before the face of mine enemies; and if God 
he'ps me, no witch nor Devil can spoil my 
red-water.” 

The time was appointed. Jem was closely 
examined, and exhorted to speak the truth, or 
else the red-water would kill him. A day be- 
fore the trial, he was confined ; and persons 
of both parties, his friends and enemies, ques- 
tioned him, and urged him to confess eve 
thing that he had done evil. At last the day 
came: he was carried to the place of execu- 
tion, stripped of his clothes, and had some 
plantain-leaves tied round his waist. About 2 
tea-spoons’ full of white rice had been given 
him inthe morning: if he threw up this rice 
with the red-water, this was to prove him in- 
nocent! Jem now ascended the scaffold, 
and drank eight calabashes full (about four 
quarts); which quantity was administered to 
him as fast as he could swallow, He threw ail 
up again, together with the rice which he had 
eaten in the morning ; but before he could get 
down from the scaffold, he fainted Now it 
was said, that, though he had vomited, .as re- 
quisite to clear himself of the crime of which 
he had been accused, yet there must be some 
wiich-palaver left in his belly; because the 
Devi! wrestled with him, and almost killed him 
(meaning his fainting). He was then request- 
ed to drink the water again, to clear himself of 
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what had retained in his beily. “ No,” said 
he, “I drank merely to please you, and to 
shew that [am no witch ; but if you still think 
I am guilty, take me before your ‘ Sengha,’ and 
let him kill me if he can.” 

Afew days aiter the trouble, he came to 
work again; and the King now geing to Port 
Loco, to setile some country palavers, the bu- 
siness was dropped; but Jem did not seem so 
serious, nor did he so regularly attend family 
worship, a3 beiore. I spoke to bim on the sub- 
ject; but he did not listen much. He cous 
tinued, however, iu the service of the Settle- 
ment. 

A considerable time after this, a reputed 
Witch came to my house for protection. This 
was no other than Jem’s wife. I told her not 
to shew herself about the hoyse, till I had in- 
quired into her matter. I found that Jem’s 
sister had been afflicted with the head-ache for 
a couple of days; and that his mother, still 
bearing in mind the wickedness of her son in 
throwing the two stones into the fire, accused 
his wife of having, by witchcraft, brought this 
head-ache on her daughter; and it was said 
that Jem aiso had his witch-gun loaded, te 
shoot somebody. 

Having occasion to send my canoe to Sierra 
Leone, Jem being in my employment, rowed 
the canoe, and was wise enough to take his 
wife with him, and neither he nor she returned. 
About a week after they were gone, a woman 
died of the small-pox ; when it was said that 
Jem left his witch-gun loaded in some secret 
place, and that it had killed the woman. Had 
they been here, both he and his wife would 
have been very cruelly treated.

METHODIST MISSION IN CEYLON. 


From the London Methodist Magazine. 


Extract of a letter from Mr. W. M. Har- 
VARD, dated Columbo, Dec. 8, 1817. 


I rembemer our respected Dr. Cooke, 
when recommended by a worthy friend 
to take our materials for establishing 
Native Schools, replied, with his usual 
varmih, that Ais Missionaries should 
not beceme Schoolmasters. 

The Doctor was right, according to 
his then views; but had he seen India, 
he would have changed as we have 
done: [ have great pleasure in ac- 
quainting you how gracious the Lord 
has been to us with respect to our 
Schools; and lest any of our dear peo- 
ple should think that we are losing 
sight of conversion, and getting into a 
mere worldly-wise system of education, 
it is to be noted, as a remarkable fact, 
that our second School for the natives 


has already produced us a most zealous 
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local preacher, a charming Cingalese 
lad,as simple as Nathaniel, ‘and as zeal- 
ous as Peter. His talents were brought 


into exercise by being made Master of 


Colpetty School. He is truly convert- 


ed to God, and walks in the com/orts of 


the Holy Ghost. I havea great aifec- 
tion for him, and so would you if you 
knew him. 

Here is one important effect of our 
Schools ; another is no less impertant. 
By his zealous and pious spirit several 
of his scholars have been eonvinced of 
sin, and brought into the ways of piety. 
He meets a class of more than twenty 
Cingalese children in the School house 
every Wednesday evening; all these 
children lead Christian lives. Many 
of them are already in a measure en- 
lightened in the knowledge of Divine 
things: some of them pray extempore 
in Cingalese with artless fluency, and 
some enjoy the consolations of religion. 
Neither brother Clough nor myself 
have thought it prudent yet to inter- 
fere with them, lest they should be 
tenrpted to spiritual pride, by being no- 
ticed above their school-fellows. But 
they goon; and I have the pleasure to 
inform you, that these boys have, of 
themselves, established three prayer- 
meetings in this village, at three of 
their parent’s houses; where they go, 
and sing and pray together with the 
utinost simplicity ; : and the change in 
their spirit and conduct is so evident 
io their parents that they do not op- 
pose their proceedings, though com- 
pletely novel to them ; and some even 
join with them in their little meetings. 

This, I think is remarkable. If af- 
ter labouring at our schools for three or 
four years, we had begun to observe the 
minds of the natives open to the things 
of God, it would have been as much as 
we could have rationally expected ; but 
the Lord has exceeded, and even anti 
cipated our expectations ; it is not yet 
nine mouths since the sc “hool was be- 

sun, and the Lord has put his seal of 
approbation to the work, and out of the 
inouths of babes and sucklings he hath 
ordained and perfected praise. Shall f 
surprise you still more? The school- 
uustress of the same school, though be- 
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fore likewise a very virtuous and up- 
right young woman, has imbibed the 
spirit of piety; and a few of the girls 
are under the same influence They 
meet in a class on Monday nights re- 
gularly ; and I cannot doubt that what 
little they have of religious principle 
is truly genuine. “Yluch, of course, can- 
not be expected from such young Chris- 
tians; but we see enough to recognize 
the hand of God, and adoringly to per- 
severe in his work.

Extract of a letter from Mrs. Nancy 

Jupson, to a Lady in the vicinity of 

Boston, da’‘ed 

Rancoon, Aug. 20, 1817. 

It is now four years that we have 
resided in this country; aid ineug’ 
no Burman has renounced idolatry 
and embraced the religion of Christ, 
yet the seed is begtniing to be scat- 
tered in a still, quict way, wich may 
spring up and bear fruit in some fu- 
ture time. Qurimabh presents a fie lid 
for yast, unbounded usefuiness! But 
neither revelation, nor the experience, 
of ages, warrant us toe ape ct imuredi- 
ate success. What nation has changed 
their gods ina day? Wiat nation so far 
advanced in civilization as the Burman 
has renounced their system of reli- 
gion at the first mention of a new one ? 
We are not to look for miraeies, but 
we are warranted to expect the ac- 
cumplishment of those ends, winch 
God in his wise providence has con- 
nected will a steady, persevering use 
of means. We are firmly persuaded 
that the countey of Burmah will even- 
tually become Christian—that the 

way is now preparing, the seed sow- 
ing; but how long before the harvest 
will ‘be ripe, we leave for God to de- 
termine. 

It has been Mr. Judson’s object to 
get well grounded im the language, 


and todo some prepttory work for 
the benefit of future Missionaries, be- 
fore he made a formal disclosure ot 
his design to the king. We have not 
by any means taken pams to keep 
our object secret; on the contrar) 
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we have improved every opportunity 
to communicate religious truth to 
those Burmans who have visited at 
the mission-house. This we have 
considered as the path of present du- 
ty. Since Mr. Hough’s arrival, he 
has printed a tract of considerable 
length, being a view of the Christian 
Religion, which Mr. Judson had _pre- 
viously composed ; and also, a sma'l 
Catechism for children, and Matthew’s 
Gospel.— These are in circulation, 
and are well understood by those who 
read them. Many have ealled at the 
mission-house to inquire more par- 
ticularly into the new religion. But 
we have frequently observed in these 
enquiries a fear Jest ofhers should 
aliscover their inclination to enquire. 
Sometimes, when two or three tnti- 
mate friends have been seriously en- 
gaged in conversing on religious sub- 
jects, others, with whon: they were 
not acquainted, called at the same 
time, they wou id be silent and take 
their leave. ‘This makes us feel the 


importance of trying to obtain the 


patronage of government. Ina few 
tnonths, Mr. Judson will complete a 
Dictionary of the Burman language; 
after which, he will perhaps go up to 
Ava, the residence of the king. O 
iny dear Mary, if we were convinced 
of the importance of missions before 
we left our native country, we now 
see and feel their importance, as well 
as their practicability! We could 
then picture to ourselves the miser- 
able siluation of Heathen nations, 
but we now see a whole populous 
einpire, rational and immortal like 
ourselves, sunk in the grossest idola- 
try, given up to follow the wicked 
inclinations of their depraved hearts, 
entirely destitute of any mora! prin- 
ciple, or the least spark of true be- 
nevolence. Let the pleaders of the 
native innocence and purity of Hea- 
then nations, visit Burmah. Their 
system of religion has no power over 
the heart, or restraint on the passions. 
Though it forbids, on pain of many 
vears’ suffering in bell, theft and 
falselood, yet I presume to say, 
ihere is not a@ single Burman in the 


Judsonin Rangoon, 
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country, wlio, if he liad a good oppor. 
tunity, without danger of dectectian, 
woidd hesitate to doeither, Thovos 
their religion inculcates benevoleice, 
tenderness, forgiveness of injsries, 
and love of enemies—thoveh tt for 

bids sensuality, love of pleasure, and 
aliachiment to worldly objects, yet it 
is destitute of power to produce the 
former, or subdue the latter in its vo- 
taries. In short, the Burman system 
of religion is like an alabaster image, 
perfect and beautiful in all its parts, 
but destitute of life. Beside being 
destitute of life, it provides no atone- 
ment for sin. Here also, the gospel 
triumphs over this and every other 
religion in the world. ‘his is the 
grand differenee—-this makes the gos- 
pe! good news indeed, to the heavy 
leaden, sin sick soul. O my dear 
Mary, how precious does Christ ap- 
pear, when conversing with these Bar- 
inans, and how one longs to open their 
blind eyes, that they may behold his 
preciousness! But this is the preroga- 
tive of God alone; and if he has any 
dear children here, any chosen oues, 
whose names are written in the Lamb’s 
book of life from the foundation of 
the world, he will open their eyes, he 
will shew them his glory, he will com- 
pel them to come in. How interest- 
ed would you be, could you meet with 
my little society of females on the 
Sabbath. . Interested I say—yes, you 
would be interested if it was only 
from this circumstance, that these 
poor idolaters enjoy the means of 
grace, and sit under the sound of the 
gospel. I have generally fifteen or 
twenty. They are attentive while I 
read the scriptures, and endeaver to 
teaeh them about God. Ouneof them 
told me the other day, that she would 
not think of giving up a religion 
which her parents, her grand-parents, 
&c. &c. had embraced, and accepting 
a new one of which they*had never 
heard. I asked her if she wished to 
go to hell, because her hig yee 
had gone there? She replied, if, witt: 
all her offerings and good works oi 
her head, (speaking in their idiom,) 
she must go to hell, then let her go. 
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P pore higid her if she went to hell, after 
Cian, ving heard of the Saviour, her ve-

offered SO Ve! y littl vs gli she had no 
more to give; "aiid that this trifle was a 
present from her god-mother on her 
baptismal day. 

A correspondent in one of the 
Branches of the Russian Bible Society, 
writes, among other thinys, as follows : 
“Tris to be I: mented, that the copies 
of the Holy Scriptures have not vet 
been received here. \ e have exetted 
a thirst, but we “ant the means oj sat- 
isfying it. Four years ago our Depos- 
itory was full of Bibles, but we bad no 
customers: now it is quite the contra- 
ry. We have but fe vy Bibles, and ma- 
ny applicants, whom, attr 
quiries, we are reluctan 
put off toa future period. ‘The poorer 
the people are, the more willii rly they 
bring forth their mite ; and «te less cul- 
tivated they are, the greater is their dv 
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sire for the Scriptures, and the instruc- 
tion they contain. Of this we have 
daily experience. 

The correspondent of the Society at 
Minsk, on announcing the receipt of 
the Bibles sent thither, expresses him- 
self as follows: “ I ought to have writ- 
ten to you earlier, to whieh f wanted 
no incitement; but before I received 
the Bibles, so very little busines of mo- 
ment was transacted in the meetings of 
our Committee, that 1 could not com- 
municate to you, or your Society, 
(which is hardly capable of viewing, 
from its great theatre of action, all the 
wonderful occurrences around it,) any 
thing of an interesting nature. We 
were, in fact, I may say, at a stand, 
still hoping for the accomplishment of 
our Wishes. But being now rich in the 
treasures of Salvation, we may proclaim 
the kingdom of God in various tongues. 
It is remarkable, that even Jews have 

purchased the New-'Testament.” 

 ‘Fyom an anonymous writer in the 
cown 2f Mosur, the following letter has 
been received: “That the Gospel of 
Christ our Lord may be proclaimed a- 
mong all nations, we offer, with reve- 
rence, the inclosed mite of 100 rubles, 
in silver, in aid of so benevolent an [a- 
stitution, and exclaim in the conscious- 
ness of our unworthy hearts,‘ We make 
an offering of thine from thine; from all 
and for all.” We promise, as we are in 
duty bound to do, as Christians, ia honor 
of God who blesses our undertaking, to 
make an annual remittance of 100 ru- 
bles, and in the same coin, to the Com- 
mittee of the St. Petersburg Bible So- 
ciety. We do not sign our names. 
They are known to the Omnicient whom 
we serve, in whose hand is the book of 
life. He says: ‘ Without me ye can 
do nothing.? To him alone be glory, 
honour, praise, and thanksgiving, from 
eternity to eternity.”

Proper, convened at middlefield, June 23d

Society for the State. From the good ai. 
ready produced by the Domestic Missionary 
Society of this State, we are satisfied, tha 
nothing can have a more direct tendency, to 
secure the harmony, and provote the general 
interest of the Church at large. To neclec 
the order and welfare of our churches at home, 
while we are sending missionaries abroad, 
would be as impolitic, as for a weak prince to 
extend his foreign conquests, while his owy 
dominions are left to be invaded and broken 
down. The children of this world, know 
that such management would bring ruin to the 
State. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE DOMESTIC MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY FOR MASSACHUSETTS PROPER. 


1. The Society shall be called the Domestic 
Missionary Sociely of Massachusetts Proper. 

2. It shall consist of the members of the Gen 
eral Association of Massachusetts Proper for 
the time being, and of such other persons as 
shall either be duly elected, or subscribe the 
requisite sum for constituting membership. 

3. The object of the Society shall be to as. 
sist needy churches and parishes, and waste 
places withia the limits of Massachusetts 
Proper. 

4. Any person may become a member of 
the Society by subscribing two dollars, to be 
paid annually ; and any person a member for 
lite, by paying into the treasury, at any ene 
time, ‘wenty dollars. 

5. The Society shall meet annually on 
Thursday in the week of the annaal meeting 
of the General Association of Massachusetts 
Proper, at 9 o’clock, A. M. 

6. Beside the Moderator and Clerk of the 
annual meeting, who shall be the same as the 
Moderator and Secretary of the General Asso- 
ciation for the time being, the officers of the 
Society shall be (weniy four Directors; twelve 
clergymen and twelve laymen, a Secretary, a 
‘Treasurer, andan Auditor ; the two last always 
to be laymen, all of whom shail be chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting. 

7. The Directors shall meet annually at the 
time and place of the meeting of the General 
Association, and at such other times and pla- 
ces, as they shall appoint; and may adopt 
such rules, and appoint such Committees, as 
they may judge conducive to the object of the 
Jnstitution. And it shall be their duty to de- 
vise means for the support of missions, to ap- 
point, instruct, and, if necessary, to recal mis- 
sionaries, and prescribe the places where they 
shall labour; to fix the compensation of mis- 
sionaries, and to pay them by orders on the 
Treasurer ; and generally, to adopt such mea 
ures, {rom time to time, as they shall judge ex- 
pedient for carrying into effect the objects of 
the Society. They shall make report annual- 
ly to the Society of their proceedings. 

8. The ‘Treasurer shall take charge of the 
funds of the Society, managing them, and 
keeping his accounts under such regulations, 
as shall from time to time be prescribed by the 
Directors. 
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9, The Secretary shall faithfully record the 

roceedings of the Directors, and in their name 
correspond with those persons who may have 
pysiness to transact in connexion with the In- 
stitution. 

10. This Constitution shall not be altered, 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, 
and with the concurrence of two thirds of the 
Members present. :

read their report, which was accepied, and is 
as follows. 

The Committee appointed to take minutes, 
and prepare an account of the state of religion 
within the limits of the General Association of 
Massachusetts Proper, and of other bodies in 
connexion with it, beg leave respectfully to 
submit the following. 


REPORT, 


Ithas been the painful duty of the 
friends of the Redeemer, even in the 
purest times, to mourn over the ini- 
quities of the openly impenitent, and 
the coldness and failures of professing 
Christians. In this favored section 
of the church, and in this eventfuland 
prosperous pertod, there is much to 
excite emotions of grief ‘The church 
has survived her contlict with infidel. 
ity, and is rising upen its ruins; but 
her warfare is not yet accomplished. 
There is within our limits a manifest 
and lamentabie departure from the 
truth, and error in ils various forms, 
is assiduously and successfuily propa- 
gated. Soine cherish a hope of impue- 
nity in a course of habitual trans- 
gression, saying, “ We shail have 
peace, though we walk in the imagin- 
ation of our hearts to'add dranken- 
ness to thirst ;” others * deny the Lerd 
that bought them, and count the blood 
of the covenant an unholy thing.” 
Such opinions affect the heart and 
practice. Under ther deceptive in- 
fluence, some substitute a general 
decency of behavior, in the place 
of vital and experimental retigion ; 
aud others abandon themselves to 
pleasure and vice. ‘These evils, it is 
believed, are not increasing; but their 
existence furnishes an occasion for 
sorrow. Many profane the holy Sab- 
bath, or degrade themse!ses, and dis- 
tress and ruin their families, by in- 
temperance; and. still greater nuny 
bers, habitually neglect family wor- 
ship, and the public ordinances of re- 
ligion. It is also much to be lament- 
ed, that mary of the churches, in- 
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stead of exhibiting that elevated and 
fervent piety and faithful discipline, 
which would render them “ terrible as 
an army with banners,” are yiclding 
to a spirit of worldliness and luke- 
warmness, which faruishes the ene- 
mies of the Lord with too much occa- 
sion for reproach, and triumph, and 
blasphemy. And we remark with 
painful sensibilt'y, that some churches 
and parishes, once favored with public 
religious instruction, are suffering “a 
wasting famine,” not of bread, bet 
“of hearing the word of the Lord.” Ia 
these wastes of Zion, ignerance, error, 
profaneness and infidelity are preva- 
lent; for “ where no vision ts, the peo- 
ple perish.” ‘Chey present a claim, 
not to be resisted, to the tears and 
prayers and charities of ‘he benevolent. 

These are some of the dark tratts 
in the retigious character of this por- 
tion of the Lord’s vineyard. They 
are notte be concealed: they are 
known and read ef all men: and 
they fill the hearts of Christians with 
coucern andanguish. Should this state 
of things continue, fearful must be the 
condition of many around us. 

But we hasten to present the cheer- 
ing features, in the complexion of 
the churches within our bounds, which 
ean be recognized with no. other 
feelings than those ef devout and ad- 
miring gratitude and joy. 

The past year, though not marked 
with such extensive revivals of religion, 
as have on some occasions imparted a 
yeculiar interest to the reports present- 
ed to this body, has afforded much 

vidence, that the Lord hath not for- 
saken us, that our God hath not for- 
gotten to be eracious. The towns of 
Richmond, Lanesborough, Hinsdale, 
Greenfield, Royalston, Ashburnham, 
Princeton, "Holden, W endal and We est 
minster, have been blessed with a sea- 
son of refreshing from the presence of 
the Lord. Encouraging tokens of' se 
riousness and deep attention, have re- 
cently appeared in Danvers, Lynn, 
Reverly, and especially in Marblehead. 
The spirit of prayer has been poured 
out upon the churches, and many have 
become the subjects of deep religious 
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impressions, and considerable numbey 
have been hopefully brought to the 
knowledge of the truth uato salvation, 
Not a small number of our churehe; 
are now rejoicing in the precious fruits 
of copious out- ‘pouring rs ol the Spirit in 
past years. It is stated, that but few 
oe +s of defection have been no. 
‘ed. ‘The hopeful coaverts, many of 
whom are from among the y outh, ¢ Vis 
unue steadfast in the faith, and adorn 
the doctrine of God our Saviour. Tho 
monthly concert ef praver, excites a 
deep aad lively interest. and is devout. 
ly and generally attended. Our adored 
Redeemer, “ walketh in the midst of 
the golden candlesticks, and holdeth 
the stars in his riceht haad.” 
Increased and systematic attention 

has been paid, the past year, to the re. 
ligions instruction of children and 
yeuth. Sabbath schoc ols he ave Deen 
opened in many places, and crowds of 
children, both of the rich and of ¢) 

poor, have been collecte:! on the Lori’: 
day, and instructed in the Holy Serip- 
tures. With no ordinary feelings of 
approbation, we hail tis happy expe: 
dient, as one that promises great goal 
to the rising generation. {[t has alrea- 
dy excited the att ention of parents, t 
that ancient, bat much neglected pre. 

cept, “ These words w nt h [ commmant 
thee-this day shall be in thine hear, 
and thou shalt teach them diligenth 
unto thy children, and shalt talk « 
them when thou sittest in thine aie 
and when thou walkest by the wav, and 
when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up.” 

The liberal are devising lide ral things, 
If the pulse of holy chat ‘ity is not as 
yet excited to the elevated standard of 
Christian duty ; if some, through ig- 
norance, and others through covetous 
ness, “ withhold more than is meet,” 
still we have wituaessed a liberality, 
which merits our grateful commenda- 
tion. Missionary, Bible, and Educa 
tion societies receive increasing patrow- 
age. And nota sinall number of asso- 
ciations more limited in extent, but not 
less active, some of males and more 
of females, are lending their aid to va- 
rious objects of religious @hagity. The 
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munificence of the Christian public 
has enabled the Board of Commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions, to pursue a 
s\stem of efficient measures, for diffus 
ing the light of holy truth among the 
perishing heathen. Thirteen of our 
brethren are actively and ardently en- 
caved as missionaries, at different sta- 
‘ns, and on different continents, in 
this holy, self-denying, and glorious 
work. ‘fhe smiles of heaven have at 
tended their steps. More than eight 
hundred children are instructed in the 
missionary schools. From the Chero- 
kee nation, we have received the glad- 
dening intelligence, that a number have 
become subjects of serious impressions, 
and five have been introduced into the 
church, as the first fruits of the Gospel 
anong these Gentiles. 

‘lhe harvest truly is  plenteous, 
bt the laborers are few. Pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest that 
he will send forth laborers into his har- 
vest.” In this connexion we would no- 
tice with heart-felt gratitude the smiles 
ef Zion’s Ged upon efiorts to prepare 
young men for the ministry. ‘The ‘the 
ological fustitution at Andover, founded 
i unexample ‘d liberality, endowed witli 
ample resources, canched and watered 
with the prayers of the faithful, is com- 
mended to the affections cf the church, 
by the conspicuous success of its opera- 
tions. From this seat of sanctified 
science, about one hundred and sixty 
young men have gone forth to the werk 
of the ministry, and eighty-twe, iis 
present number of members, are 
preparing to follow them. In Wik 
liems’s College, nearly one half of its 
students, about ninety in number, are 
the hepetul friends of ligion. ‘The 
American Education Soeiciety is fur- 
nishing aid to upwards of one hundred 
and thirty beneficiaries, in the diflerent 
stages of their studies. Upon the suc- 
cess of these Institutions, the dearest 
interests of the church are suspended. 
They are fountains, whose streams shail 
make glad the city of our God. 

Within the bounds of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
the interests of the Redeemer’s king- 
dom are advancing. Precious and in-

teresting revivals of religion have bles- 
sed a number of the churches.—The 
monthly concert of prayer is generally 
observed. Missionary labors have been 
attended with animating and extraor- 
dinary success; and many new, con- 
gregations and churches have been re- 
cently established. Sabbath schools, 
and Bible classes are very generally 
encouraged, and commendable atten- 
tion is paid to the rising generation. 
The ‘Theological Seminary at Prince- 
ton is stated to be in a flourishing con+ 
dition, and has fifty students preparing 
for the work of the ministry.— The 
General Assembly have earnestly re- 
commended, that special attention be 
paid to the instruction of slaves and 
people of color; and a school has al- 
ready gone into successful operation, 
under the care of the Synod of New- 
York and New Jersey, the exclusive 
object of which is to educate men of 
color of hopeful piety and talents, 
with reference to their becoming 
preachers among their brethren. These 
ineasures, it is believed, will elevate 
the character of this unfortunate and 
degraded portion of the human fami 
ly,and prepare them for their ultimate 
emancipation; an event which, we 
would earnestly hope, is not far 
tant. 

_ the es of Connecticut, harmo- 

V prevails among ministers and ch urcir 
es, and religion has revived in several! 
places. ‘The heathen school in Corn- 
wall, though in its infancy, promises to 
become a “light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles.” "Phe Asvlam for the deaf and 
dumb, excites a delightful interest a- 
mong the friends of veligion, and ef 
man. It has introduced an unfortu- 
nate class of community to the fe’ici- 
ties of social life ; and what is more, 
infinitely more, to a knowledge of thei: 
Saviour, and the method of salvation. 
‘The Domestic Missionary Seciety have 
been evidently blessed in their efiorts 
to build up the waste places of Zion. 
Yale College is in a_ flourishing 
state: and charitable objects receive 
prompt and liberal support. “ 'To do 
good and to communicate,” is the chare 
acter of this priveged section of the 
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church. “ How goodly are thy tents, O 
Jacob, and thy tabernacles, O Israel! 
As the vallies are they spread forth as 
gardens by the river’s side, as the trees 
of light aloes, which t-e Lord hath 
planted, as cedar trees beside the wa- 
ters.” 

No delegation wes present from 
New-Hampshire ; but from a correct 
source of information, we learn, That 
‘¢ revivals of religion, powerful, and re- 
sulting in the hopeful conversion of 
considerable numbers, have claimed 
the gratitude, and encouraged the 
hearts of both ministers and private 
Christians ; and that God has been 
pleased to call in from the world the 
greatest proportion of converts from 
among those, who in t»eir infancy re- 
ceived the seal of baptism.” 

From our Brethren in the state of 
Vermont, we have received intelligence 
of a very interesting character. Upon 
many of the churches the Holy Spirit 
“hath come down like rain upon the 
inown grass, as showers that water the 
earth.” Hundreds of hopeful converts 
have been gathered into the bosom of 
the church... Christians, in that * field 
which the Lerd hath blessed,” may a- 
dopt the inspired expressions, “ Lo, this 
is our God; we have waited for him, 
and he will save us; this is the Lord ; 
we have waited for him, we will be glad 
and rejoice in his salvation.” 

On the whole, though we find much 
in our country and in our guilty world 
to fijlus with concern and sorrow, we 
certainly find very much to inspire us 
with hope and joy; and to encourage 
us to action. ‘he prayers and efforts 

of Christians are accompanied with 
special tokens of the divine blessing. 
‘The church ts increasing in stability, 
beauty and strength. She is enlar- 
ging the place of her tent, and stretcii- 
ing forth the curtains of her habita- 
tions.” Every friend of this divine 


and inspiring cause, we would address 
in the comforting language of the 
prophet, “ Look upon Zion, the city 
of our solemnities: thine eyes shall 
see Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a 
tabernacle that shall not be taken 
down; not one of the stakes thereof 
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shall ever be removed, neither shal! 
any of the cords thereof be broken. 
Bat there, the glorious Lord will be 
unto us a place of broad rivers and 
streams. For the Lord 1s our judge, 
the Lord is our lawgiver, the Lord is 
our king; he will save us.”

In the town of 
Braceville, ‘Trumbull County, a plea- 
sing work of Divine grace has lately 
commenced, and some have been 
hopefully brought out of darkness into 
marvelous light: and numbers ap- 
pear to be under genuine conviction 
for sin. Also in Granville, Licking 
County, an awakening has commen- 
ced under the ministry of the Rev. 
Timothy Harris. When I was at that 
place appearances were very favora- 
ble. O thai the Lord would abund- 
antly water the beloved vine which 
his own right hand hath planted in the 
wilderness, and cause that great addi- 
tions may be made to the church of 
such as shall be saved. Surely there 
is great need of a revival of religion 
in all our new settlements. I doubt 
not but there are many of your read- 
ers who are desirous to do something 
to benefit their brethren in the wilder- 
ness. Some have already done con- 
siderable ; but those who have been 
the most active have it in their power 
to do much more than they have done. 
1 have been astonished when visiting 
different parts of the new settlements, 
to witness the profound ignorance 
amovg many, of the wonderful events 
which are now taking place in the 
world in favoz of Zion. Ask these 
people, and many of them professors 
of religion too, Do you take any reli- 
gious publication? they will answer 
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uc. Endeavour to set before them 
ihe importance of such publications, 
and the rich treasures which they con- 
tain, and the benefit. which they and 
their families would receive from them, 
they are ready to stare and wonder 
what is meant. I have no doubt but 
many who refuse to take religious 
News-papers, do it because they are 
perfectly ignorant of their precious 
contents. 
I would now submit to your benevo- 
lent readers a new method of doing 
ood. Let ihose who are every week 
feasted with the religious intelligence 
which they read fiom different parts 
of the world, remember their breth- 
ven, who perhaps have never seen a 
religious publication, and know not 
what is meant by theterm. Let Soci 
ties be formed whose object it shall be 
to send occasional numbers of difle- 
rent religious publications into every 
town in the United States. Itis pre- 
sumed that every pious Editor wiil be 
willing to furnish such Societies with 
his paper at first cost, to be distribu- 
ted as religious tracts. It would be 
very convenient when an Ediior has 
“tn important subject or essay in t: pe, 
to strike off an addition of hundreds 
or thousands, and send them wherev- 
er he wished to have his paper circu 
late. Tam aware that many persons 
who have an abundance of the good 
things of this life, and may if they will, 
do much good, have nota just sense of 
the importance of distributing religious 
tracts. Could every Christian realize 
the importance ef these silent messen- 
gers in the new settlements, I believe 
there would not be a single family or 
individual who is willing to carry and 
distribute them, but would be amply 
supplied. I have at different times 
had the happiness cf distributing many 





Jundreds of religious tracts, and I can 


assure you, Sir, [have ofien witnessed 
the most peculiar interest, and lively 
gratitude in those who have ieceived 
them. Let religious Tract Societies 
goon in their benevolent work. Let 
every one of Zion’s Traveller’s be fur- 
nished with religious tracts, that he 
may do good to all men as he may 
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have opportunity. “Every man is a 
friend to him that giveth gifis.” Let 
every Missionary be furnished wi:h a 
supply of suitable tracts, and his meanis 
of deing good will be greatly increas- 
ed. Letevery one who loves the Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity, manifest his 
love by doing good to his fellow-men.

From the Newburyport Herald. 


Extract of a letter from a young man 
on board the ship Independence, to his 
Sriend in Newburyport, dated, 

Catcurta, April 30, 1818, 

The Missionaries* who came out 
with us, appear to be amiable per- 
sons: they converse more upon ex- 
perimental religion than the senti- 
ments of diflerent sects. 

Our crew, the first part of the pass- 
age, were apparently steady and fond 
of reading. Nothing particular oe- 
curred until about the rOth of Febru- 
ary, when one of our sailors, (a native 
of Scotiand,) whe bas been, accord- 
ing to his own confession, addicted to 
every Nice that is common among 
sailors, in his 8 e’clock watch below, 
about 5 minuics in bed, thought he 
saw ihe person of our Saviour by him, 
with outstretched arms to receive 
him, and then disappeared. It affect- 
ed him much; it seemed to be instru- 
mental in the hand of God of bring- 
ing Lim te serious reflections upon 
his past life, and we trust it proved a 
celiverance of his soul from the power 
of sin and Sa.an into the liberty of the 
sonso{ God. ‘This change put a new 
song into bis mouth, even praise to 
that Ged who had brought him out of 
nature’s darkness ito his marvellous 
light, upon which he could not hold 
his peace, but in a wondeiful manner 
spake of the things God had doue for 
him to those avovud him. ‘This gave 
them cerious thoughts concerning the 
state of their immeovtal souls. About

the 20th of February, an uncommon 
seriousness appeared among the sail- 
ors—at7 o’clock in the evenmg one 
of the sailors desired me to request 
one of the Missionaries to come and 
pray with them. Both Missionaries 
came, and found all the sailors, except 
the man atthe helm, in foods of tears, 

crying out, with the convicted jaifor, 
‘What must we do to be saved?’ O! de- 
lichtful sight, to see the out-casts of all 
nations falling down at the feet of the 
cross, begging for mercy from a cruci- 
fied Redeemer, They embrace every 
opportunity to tell the gracious deal- 
ings of God to their souls, exhorting 
one another to attend to the things 
that belong to their eternal peace and 
happiness, About7 or S have receiv- 
ed sealing manifestations of the love 
of God to their souls. This indeed 
must be the work of the Holy Spirit. 

Backsliders, who have long strayed 
fiom their Maker, are turning from 
the error of their ways, and finding 
peace to their sduls through the blood 
of Chiist.

Hartford, Aug. 1, 1818. 
My DEAR PARENTS, 


I received a letter from you: it gave me 
much pleasure to hear from you. I am still 
well but weak. When you write me tell me 
what I shall do when I leave the asylum. I 
love you very much. We learn morning and 
afternoon—we improve by degrees. I hegin 
to have an idea of the creation of the world. 
and of God and Jesus Christ. Mr. Clere gives 
a religious lesson every Saturday. He tells 
us about Adam and Eve, Cain and Abel, the 


deluge, Noah, the tower of Babel, Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob, Josep, Moses, Saul, David, Sol- 
omon, Mary aad Joseph, the birth, childhood, 
miracles,death and resurrection of Jesus Chris: 
We have had many Deafand Dumb. We are 
iorty-seven pupils, twenty-five male and twei- 
ty-two female. How do vou do? Clove my 
little sister very much. Will you tell her to 
write to me soon? I believe you are in goo: 
health. Iam very glad to write to you, and 
hope you will answer me. George H. Lorine 
isvery well. Lalwaysthink of you. We had 
hot weather during many days. There wers 
some sick deaf and dumb in the asylum, bot 
thanks to God, they are all well now. L hay- 
written to Mr. Abei Cushing. Mr. Wadsworth 
has gone to New-York last week. I still pray 
to God. I love Jesus Christ. Mr. Gallaudet es- 
pects to go to Ballstown with Loring to drink 
spring water. They will set out next week, 
and return in twenty days. Mr. Clere stays 
with us.
